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Wonderland may 
be at risk for 2016

NEWMARKET’S Winter Wonderland 
could be at risk this Christmas due 
to a lack of funding, the town coun¬ 
cil has been told. 

At a meeting on Monday evening, 
councillors heard that the festive 
event was at risk unless sponsors 
could be found. 

The event, which was only 
launched in 2014, sees a procession 
down the High Street, which for the 
past two years has been led by illu¬ 
minated band, Spark!, ending up at 
the Memorial Gardens. 

Last year camels also headed up 
the parade - one of which was rid¬ 
den by racehorse trainer and former 
mayor John Berry. 

The Memorial Gardens were 
transformed into a Winter Wonder¬ 
land with an ice rink, fairground 
rides and food stalls. 

Ice sculptures - sponsored by vari¬ 
ous local firms, including the New¬ 
market News - lined the High Street. 

Craft stalls were also set up in¬ 
side the Memorial Hall and Father 
Christmas met children in his grotto. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, who was 
chairing Monday’s meeting, read 
from a report which said unless the 



town council could find funds for 
the event, it would not be able to go 
ahead for 2016. 

The mayor, who is also a district 
councillor and portfolio holder for 
leisure and culture, said he had seen 
funding drop in the district. 

“In my role as portfolio holder on 
Forest Heath District Council I have 
less in my budget than last year,” he 
said. 

“When Warwick Hirst was in the 
role, he could support the Carnival 
and the Winter Wonderland to the 



tune of £7,000. 

“I have £2,520 for both - and the 
majority of that is going to be used 
for the carnival.” 

Cllr Chris O’Neill said that spon¬ 
sorship packs should be sent out 
earlier this year - last year they were 
not distributed until September, he 
said. 

He added: “I would be very sorry 
to lose Winter Wonderland. I think 
it’s a fantastic event and it was so 
good last year. 

“Everyone who came along thor-

oughly enjoyed themselves.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood echoed his com¬ 
ments, saying it would be “disap¬ 
pointing” if the event had to be can¬ 
celled. 

She said the council should be 
“holding ourselves to higher stand¬ 
ards”. 

Concerns were raised that Spark!, 
the illuminated band, and the ice 
rink, had already been booked for 
the event. 

Cllr Amy Starkey said the council 
should now be looking to do a “re¬ 
duced” version of the event around 
what had already been spent if 
sponsorship could not be secured. 

She said: “If we are already com¬ 
mitted, we should stage it in a way 
so that it is a fun event for residents 
but does not cripple us as a council.” 

Further details will go to the lei¬ 
sure services committee so council¬ 
lors can decide on whether the event 
can go ahead or not.

Newmarket 
votes to 
leave EU 


THE UK has had its say and 
looks set to leave the European 
Union - with 64.97 per cent of 
people in Forest Heath voting 
for Brexit. 

Racehorse trainer and town 
councillor John Berry said 
leaving the EU would raise 
issues for racing workforce and 
domestic ownership of horses. 

He told the News: "People 
owning racehorses depends 
on the general prosperity and 
when the country goes into 
recession like it’s probably 
going to do, fewer people will 
buy horses. 

"It is the smaller stables 
dependent on domestic 
ownership that it will be a 
concern for." 

And he said with fewer 
British people going into the 
sport, there could be a staffing 
crisis. 

William Gittus, managing 
director of the Jockey Club in 
Newmarket, said Brexit could 
affect racing as much as it 
affects the local economy. 

He said: "People's leisure 
spends will be affected." 

However, he said horses 
would still be able to freely 
move to racing in France as 
that is not agreed under EU 
regulations. 

The British Horseracing 
Authority said they believed 
there would not be a 
substantial impact on the 
sport in terms of regulation or 
running.

ROCKET-powered cars were 
racing against each other on 
Tuesday as students went 
head-to-head in a national 
competition. 

Students from Mildenhall 
College Academy used their 
own rocket-powered car to 
take part in the Bloodhound 


SSC competition. 

The Bloodhound project 
centres on a supersonic car 
designed to go faster than 
the speed of sound and 
over 1,000mph. And smaller 
versions of the powerful car 
were seen shooting across 
the playground. 


These cars could reach 
speeds of 60 to 70mph, with 
each getting at least two runs 
down the track. 

Data was recorded on a 
MicroBit and uploaded to 
the web to see how they 
compared to teams around 
the country.

Man, 68, caught 
growing cannabis 


A BURWELL man who con¬ 
verted bedrooms in his 
house to produce cannabis 
was caught after residents 
reported the ‘unusual smell’ 
from his windows to police. 

Kenneth Dalton, 68, of 
Felsham Chase, previously 
pleaded guilty to producing 
cannabis. 

His case was sent to Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence on Thursday and Dal¬ 
ton was handed a two-year 
prison sentence, suspended 
for two years, and ordered 
to complete 200 hours of un¬ 
paid work. 

Prosecutor Sara Walker 
said police visited at 2.25pm 
on November 4. Dalton, who 
has no previous convictions 
and does not smoke can¬ 
nabis himself, opened the

door and police went in. He 
was asked if he was growing 
cannabis, which he admitted 
and he was arrested. 

Ms Walker said offic¬ 
ers discovered 36 cannabis 
plants, worth up to £31,000, 
and three bedrooms had 
been converted to grow 
those plants. 

In police interview Dalton 
said he had gone to Holland 
where he discovered growing 
cannabis was easier than he 
thought - and embarked on 
the idea to make money. 

Ms Walker added: “The de¬ 
fendant converted the three 
bedrooms and bought the 
cannabis seeds from a shop 


in Cambridge. He said he re¬ 
ceived £12,000 in payment 
from one customer.” 

In mitigation, a probation 
officer said Dalton’s wife 
died of cancer in 2007 and 
he was left with ‘no focus in 
his life’. She said after selling 
the family home, Dalton in¬ 
vested £500,000 in a scheme 
that later collapsed, leaving 
him with a loss of £400,000. 

Sentencing Dalton, Re¬ 
corder Guy Ayers said: 
“There is no fool like an old 
fool. Up until now you have 
led a law-abiding life. 

“Plenty of people suffer 
personal tragedy and set¬ 
backs but they do not try to 
get out of it by committing 
criminal offences. 

“You really should have 
known better.”

Councillor censured after officer rules 
he has breached code of conduct 


A COUNCILLOR has been 
censured for breaching a 
code of conduct, following a 
complaint of bullying. 

Cllr Bill Sadler was found 
to have breached the council 
code of practice after a 
complaint from Cllr Chris 
O'Neill that he "felt bullied" 
in an incident in April. 

The letter from Steven

Drummond, said he had to 
censure Cllr Sadler, as per 
recommendations. 

But Cllr Sadler said he had 
spoken to Cllr O'Neill about 
an email he had sent which 
he had an issue with, away 
from other people and in 
private. 

Cllr Sadler said that he 
was not standing over 
Cllr O'Neill and "to say 
that I was threatening and 
intimidating is ridiculous". 

However, Cllr Drummond 
said it had to be recognised 
that the officer had upheld 
the complaint. 

Cllr Amy Starkey said the 
letter should be a lesson 
for all councillors to think 
about how they conduct 
themselves and how they 
behave.

AT RISK: Leading Lives hub 

A CHARITY in Newmar¬ 
ket threatened with losing 
its base has been given a 
reprieve until August, ac¬ 
cording to councillors. 

Leading Lives found out 
in March that they would 
be losing their base at the 
Old Magistrates Court on 
Lisburn Road.

the Newmarket service. 
Leading Lives has agreed 
to continue to provide 
this service during the 
consultation process 
and will support both 
the county council and 
customers appropriately 
during this period.”

Plans submitted for 


village park home site 


NINETY-one mobile homes could be 
built in Burwell under new plans to 
provide downsized housing for over 
45s. 

The plans, which were submitted 
by Turners Britannia Parks Ltd, will 
see the residential park homes built 
in Stanford Park, Weirs Drove in Bur- 
well if their application is successful. 

Fifteen one-bedroom park homes 
and 76 two-bedroom park homes 
are being proposed for the site. 

The area has previously been used 
for touring caravans, but has been 
on the market since 2015 because of 
“lack of financial viability of existing 
touring park business activity”. 

The new proposals say a perma¬ 
nent building will be put on the site 
to house toilets and a kitchen area 
for residents so they can host events. 

The parks are already successful 
elsewhere, where residents enjoy 
activities including yoga and card 
making together.

area for residents to use. 

In a design and access statement, 
the applicants said: “The proposed 
development has been designed 
with the aim of creating a well land¬ 
scaped, pleasant, safe and affordable 
community for those aged over 45 
seeking to downsize to either a one 
or two bedroom home. 

“Particular emphasis has been 
placed on the use of shared space to 
give a high quality of life to residents 
and sense of community. 

“Access on to and around the 
proposed development has been 
carefully considered to ensure the 
proposed development is a pleas¬ 
ant place to navigate and accessible 
to all persons regardless of physical 
ability.” 

However, worries have been raised 
by some local residents on the roads 


used to get to the site. 

One resident, who lives on Burwell 
Road, said: “It is... only accessible 
from a single track road which could 
not cope with such increase in traffic 
and often floods.” 

Another resident, also of Burwell 
Road, added: “The road is single 
track and will not cope with 91 new 
residents. Why is there a need to put 
so many in a small rural area? 

“It will affect traffic on this single 
traffic road.” 

Both residents also raised con¬ 
cerns about over development in the 
area. 

Applicants met with Burwell Par¬ 
ish Council but the decision will lie 
with East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in the coming weeks.

Can you spot the cranes from the 
train making a home at Lakenheath? 


EAGLE eyed train passengers 
could spot some of the 
UK's rarest birds on their 
journeys between Ely and 
Norwich this summer. 

Staff and volunteers at 
RSPB Lakenheath Fen are 
urging passengers to keep 
their eyes out for a pair of 
cranes and their chicks as 
they travel on the line as the 
birds are currently nesting at 
the reserve and feeding on 
an area near the railway line 
on the southern boundary of 
RSPB Lakenheath Fen.

"HOW do you assess what has 
happened?" my Polish friend asked 
me, stressing the word "you" in what 
he said. "What is your opinion?" 

"In brief," I answered, "the majority 
in the United Kingdom want to 
protect our indigenous people and 
also our recent European and other 
settlers, and keep the nation we want 
to live in as it is." 

For hundreds of years England has 
welcomed immigrants. In principle, 


we still do, very much so. In recent 
years there has been a religious 
issue, but the basic principle remains 
the same. Jews were welcomed 
before the Second World War and 
integrated, Poles were welcomed 
during the war and integrated, West 
Indians were welcomed after it, 
especially for their cricketing skills, 
and they too have integrated. They all 
maintained their cultural traditions, 
but they all integrated. 

For hundreds of years we have 
evolved a democracy which is still far 
from perfect but arguably is better 
than everything else. People all round 
the world are attracted by it and 
many want to come here and live 
under it. 

We treasure our democracy. 

Europe was OK for us when we 
joined the "Common Market" of a 
small number of trading nations. Now 
there have been many changes and 
there are over three times as many 
nations in the group. We are going 
to have less influence and its un¬ 
democratic governance is going to be 
even more important an issue.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE residents should 
be seriously concerned that access 
to an important part of their library 
service now depends on their ability 
to pay.

‘Wonderful’ 
rescuers help 
woman in punt 


A WOMAN who collapsed in 
a punt in Cambridge on Tues¬ 
day has praised the “wonderful” 
emergency services who came to 
her aid. 

Gaynor Ryan, of Snailwell, was 
on her way back with a group of 
12 ladies who had been punted 
down the river by the Cambridge 
Chauffer Punt company and en¬ 
joyed a picnic in Grantchester 
meadows. 

They were about to disembark 
on the bank opposite the Double 
Tree by Hilton hotel, near the 
weir at the Mill pond, when Mrs 
Ryan, 62, collapsed. 

“I just passed out completely, 
for some reason my blood pres¬ 
sure completely went through 
the floor and my heart rate went

down to about 40,” she told the 
News. 

“A Dutch lady tourist was a doc¬ 
tor and jumped into the punt and 
took my pulse and realised I was 
really unwell. She sent over to the 
hotel opposite for a defibrillator.” 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (EEAST) were 
called at about 2.38pm along with 
Cambridgshire Fire and Rescue 
Services who hoisted Mrs Ryan 
out of the punt safely. 

“When they arrived it was such 
a relief,” she said. “They were all 
so kind. 

“I spent a long time in the am¬ 
bulance to make sure I wasn’t hav¬ 


ing a heart attack.” 

Paramedics took Mrs Ryan to 
Addenbrooke’s for further treat¬ 
ment, but despite many tests and 
a CT scan, doctors could not find 
out what was wrong. 

Mrs Ryan has now recovered 
from her ordeal. 

“I wanted to say thank you,” she 
added. “I felt I had the best possi¬ 
ble treatment that you could have 
anywhere.” 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said: 
“We are pleased to hear she is feel¬ 
ing better and hope she’s making 
a full recovery.” 

An Addenbrooke’s spokesman 
said: “We’re glad to hear she is do¬ 
ing well. It’s always nice to hear 
positive feedback from patients.”

MAGIC was in the air at New¬ 
market Academy on Friday as 
students attempted to break a 
world record for reading. 

More than 100 year seven 
students gathered with school 
librarian Kate Nolan to read a 
chapter of Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows. 

They were one of 75 schools 
taking part around the country 
to attempt to beat the record for 
the World’s Largest Reading Les¬ 
son, held at precisely the same 
time.

The Deathly Hallows marks 
the final instalment in Rowling’s 
hugely successful series, which 
was released at midnight on July

Teachers waited in the wings 
to see if the challenge would be 


a success - and while it went off 
without a hitch, the school has 
to wait for the world record to 
be verified in the coming weeks 
as all the participating schools 
collate and submit their photo¬ 


graphic and video evidence. 

Kate Nolan, librarian at the 
Academy, said: “Spirits were 
high on the day and, as it went so 
well this year, we are hoping we 
can do something similar next 


year with even more students in¬ 
volved. It was extremely exciting 
for students to take part in this 
national attempt, with over 120 
year seven students attending 
the lesson.”

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Glasswells celebrates 70th 



AS we continue to celebrate furni¬ 
ture store Glasswells’ 70th anniver¬ 
sary, we’ve been looking at how the 
company has changed and evolved 
over the years. In this latest instal¬ 
ment we look at how things pro¬ 
gressed in the 1950s. 

In 1952, a leap forward was made 
when the opportunity to gain addi¬ 
tional storage space in St Andrews 
Street South became available. 
The property, an old coach house 
with earth floors, was just around 
the corner to the Brentgovel Street 
shop and belonged to the same 
landlords. The lease was success¬ 
fully negotiated and was eventually 
extended to include two attached 
cottages. 

“It wasn’t long before we thought 
of adding a shop front,” recalls Les¬ 
lie Glasswell. Local builder, Harvey 
Frost, was engaged to draw up plans 
for a single-storey shop extension 
at an estimated cost of £5,000. The 
final result, however, was a two- 
storey shop costing double the es¬ 
timate at £10,000. 

The new building, their biggest 
to date, was opened by the Mayor 
of Bury in October 1954. The Bury 
Free Press carried their first full- 
page advertisement since the war, 
which proclaimed “the first com¬ 
pletely new building to be erected 
by a local-born trader for over 50 
years”. 

Even in the 1950s, traffic conges¬ 


tion was becoming a problem in 
Bury. Furthermore, as Glasswells 
expanded, the more evident it be¬ 
came that servicing shops and cus¬ 
tomers from warehouses scattered 
about the town was highly labour 
intensive. More important still was 
the fact that supplies from manu¬ 
facturers needed to be ordered in 
quantity to qualify for a discount 
and, to maintain store displays, sold 
products needed to be replaced im¬ 
mediately from stock. 

The answer to the problem was 
to build a central warehouse, large 
enough to take care of all the firm’s 
distribution and storage needs. 
It happened that Jerry Glasswell 
owned a piece of building land 
near the Tollgate Inn in Fornham 
Road. It had cost just £300 in 1951 


and although originally intended 
for a house for Leslie’s family, the 
1.1 acre site was large enough for 
a big warehouse and was easily ac¬ 
cessible. The family decided unani¬ 
mously: business must come first. 

Work began on a 10,000 sq.ft 
warehouse in 1955, however the 
steady growth of business at the 
time is illustrated by the fact that 
within 18 months of completion it 
became necessary to extend it by a 
further 5,000 sq.ft. In fact further 
additions were made until the mid 
1960s when storage space reached 
a maximum 30,000 sq.ft. 

Leslie Glasswell recollects: “The 
Tollgate warehouse was the jewel 
in our crown. We were able to store 
customers’ purchases until they 
needed them, as well as maintain 


good stocks of furniture ready for 
quicker delivery of orders”. 

Just as the first bricks were being 
laid at the new warehouse in 1955, 
along came the chance of a prime 
site in Bury town centre. A well- 
known local firm, Barclay Motors, 
decided to move elsewhere in the 
town, vacating its car showroom 
in part of the Corn Exchange in the 
heart of the town. It had long win¬ 
dows facing the Traverse and the 
lease came on the market for £1,000 
- the perfect spot for a furnishing 
store. 

At a stroke, Glasswells acquired 
what was one of the biggest win¬ 
dow display spaces in East Anglia, 
opening in 1957. To make the most 
of the position, a leading West End 
designer was engaged to create a

series of display rooms - right next 
door to the hall that had housed 
some of Glasswells’ biggest exhibi¬ 
tions. 

They now had three shops in 
Bury, each serving different mar¬ 
kets: the Corn Exchange took the 
highest quality stock, the St An¬ 
drew’s shop dealt with medium 
range, and the lower end of the 
market was concentrated in Brent¬ 
govel Street. 

They became an integral part 
of the local community and intro¬ 
duced their famous Christmas tea 
and sugar distribution to local pen¬ 
sioners for many years. 

The story of an East Anglia insti¬ 
tution continues.

A PROJECT aiming to raise 
awareness for young carers 
has seen results after secur¬ 
ing funding from a council 
scheme last year. 

Unit Twenty Three re¬ 
ceived a grant from the 
Community Chest scheme 
with Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) just four 
months ago. 

They set up the FreeFall 
theatre project, designed to 
help young carers by raising 
awareness of the role they 
do, and supporting them in 
it. 

After receiving £5,000 
from the Community Chest 
scheme, they were able to 
embark on a wider theatre 
tour around the region. 

They did performances at 
Newmarket Academy and 
Mildenhall College Acad¬ 
emy as part of a tour of ten 
schools, including 18 work¬ 
shops.

Cllr Robin Millar, cabinet 
member for families and 
communities, said: “The 
work of Unit Twenty Three 
is just one of the emerging 
success stories made possi¬ 
ble in Forest Heath thanks to 
the Community Chest. 

“Very simply, the funding

discussions became more around 'Well they 
told you that you couldn't, but you don't know 
for sure'," adds Natalie, 32. "He'd never had 
any tests done." 

So he did. Sadly it turned out that the doctors 
were right: Kevin had a zero sperm count. "I 
was disappointed," he recalls, "but not upset, 
because it confirmed what I already knew in my 
mind." Natalie, 
meanwhile, 
was "gutted.

couple, who live in Sutton, resolved to try IVF 
uswAddenbrooke's asked if they'd heard about 
a new procedure called TESE (testicular sperm 
extraction). They hadn't, "so she referred us to 
Bourn Hall, where we were going to go anyway 
for IVF, and a doctor called Oliver Wiseman said 
'Let's see what we can find . . .'" 

During the procedure, tissue from Kevin's 
testes would be removed and examined under 
the microscope to see if sperm could be found. 
Lesser men may have paled at the thought, but 
when the day arrived, Natalie admits that she 
was more nervous than Kevin ("He's used to 
being poked and prodded!"). 

After the procedure, Oliver Wiseman came 
to Kevin's bedside, "and he told us that he 
had really good news. They had six vials of 
sperm," recalls Kevin. "It was pretty emotional 
- there were tears. Twenty years after being 
told it wouldn't happen, there was suddenly a 
possibility that I could actually have my own 
child." 

The IVF process was set in motion but, four 
months after their wedding in 2012, the first 
attempt didn't work. Six months later they tried 
again; two embryos were viable; one was put 
in, and one was frozen. 

Natalie was meant to wait two weeks before 
taking a pregnancy test, "but she cheated," 
grins Kevin. "Only by a couple of days," protests 
Natalie. "I just couldn't stand it anymore - I 
needed to know. So I snuck off to Tesco, took 
a test in the loos, came home, and Kevin was 
playing Xbox. I said 'You're going to be a great 
dad', and he said 'Yeah, thanks', and I said 
'No, you ARE going to be a great dad. It took a 
minute for the penny to drop . . ." 

"Then I told her off for taking the test early," 
laughs Kevin. "And then there were more tears. 
Hugs and tears." 

Arty arrived in November 2013, weighing 


an impressively chunky 9lbs 5oz. "It was 
incredible," says Kevin, recalling the moment he 
first held his son. "I was looking at him thinking 
wow, this has actually happened. And you're 
really heavy!" 

After a blissful year with their baby boy, the 
couple's minds turned to their frozen embryo. "I 
had a dream one night that I could hear a little 
girl calling me," recalls Natalie. "I followed the 
voice down the stairs to the freezer - and she 
was, sat on the shelf talking to me. I woke up in 
the morning and said to Kevin 'Right, we have 
to use it!' 

"We thought 'If it doesn't work, fine, we've 
got Arty and we're thankful'. But we both 
wanted a sibling for him." 

With just one embryo available, the couple 
were gently warned that the odds were against 
them - but to their absolute delight, it worked. 
Natalie found out she was pregnant last March, 
"and we had a gender scan this time; to find out 
it was a girl was the icing on the cake. It was just 
lovely." 

But their happiness was short-lived. For a 
while, Kevin had been unwell with persistent 
tummy bugs, and in May he became particularly 
poorly following a pub lunch. After a week of 
being unable to keep any food or water down, 
he went to the doctor, who diagnosed food 
poisoning and told him to 'ride it out'. 

Another week went by with no improvement. 
Kevin went back to the doctor, who suggested 
it might be an ulcer. "He was getting worse 
and worse, and we were all quite worried," 
admits Natalie. "They sent him for an X-ray and 
that came back fine, so we were like 'OK, it's 
nothing serious ..." 

But Kevin had darker suspicions. "By the end 
of June it was definitely in my head that I was 
seriously ill," he recalls. "It's not something that 
you ever want to admit to yourself, but I'd lost

M OST dads gave their children plenty of 
hugs, but you can forgive Kevin Byrne 
for squeezing his two a little tighter. 

After battling cancer as a child, Kevin was told 
he wouldn't be able to father children - but 
thanks to pioneering fertility treatment, he's 
now the proud dad of handsome Arty, 2, and 
cherubic Evie, who's 9 months. 

"They mean everything to me," says Kevin 
simply. "Arty's my best friend, and Evie makes 
me just smile every morning - I go in to see her 
and she just beams. Not just because it's me; 
it's just the way she is." 

But life has been far from plain sailing for 
the amiable 40-year-old. Last year, when his 
wife Natalie was pregnant with Evie, Kevin was 
struck down by a different cancer - and thought 
he might never meet his unborn baby, or see 
Arty grow up. 

"It feels like we've been on a roller-coaster 
ride," he admits. "But we're all still here. . . " 
Kevin was just 4 when he was diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkin lymphoma, and underwent 
months of chemotherapy and radiotherapy 
at Great Ormond Street Hospital. "They're 
probably my earliest memories," he says. "I 
can remember going down on the train, and 
I remember screaming at the nurses, because 
when I saw them I knew I was going in for 
treatment! I was never a fan of that." 

After two years he was given the all-clear, 
but had to have yearly check-ups. It was at one 
of these, aged 16, that his oncologist broke 
some unexpected news: "He said I'd be very 
unlikely to be able to father children, because 
of the radiotherapy," says Kevin. "I was a bit 
upset, and I remember my mum saying in the 
car afterwards that I seemed angry. I guess she 
thought it wouldn't bother me, but it did." 

Kevin was open about it when he fell in love 
with midwife Natalie, "and I know she thought 
long and hard about our relationship and our 
future, because sperm donation, or possibly 
adoption, would have all resulted in the baby 
not being fully both of us."

two-and-a-half stone. I needed help." 

On a Wednesday in mid-July, Kevin went to 
Addenbrooke's for a gastroscopy and biopsy. 
They kept him in while they waited for the 
results, "and on the Friday a doctor and a 
specialist nurse came to see me. He had 'the 
look', and I knew it wasn't going to be great 
news." 

It wasn't. The doctor told Kevin that he had 
cancer. "I said to him 'Again? I can't believe it's 
happened again!"' 

"He was on his own," adds Natalie, who by 
then was 15 weeks pregnant. "I was at home, 
so I got a phone call from him to say it was 
cancer. And I think that was probably the worst 
phone call I've ever had." 

Kevin had to wait until the following Tuesday 
to meet the specialist team, "so there were four 
days of knowing I had cancer, but not knowing 
how bad it was. 

"On the Saturday it was blazing sunshine, 
and we sat outside the hospital and talked 
about what we would do: what Natalie would 
do, how the family would go on, and what 
I perhaps wanted for them," he says quietly. 

"It was tricky, but it had to be spoken about 
because I didn't know what the prognosis 
would be." 

Fortunately, the surgeon was encouraging: 
"He said he'd looked at the scans and that they 
weren't talking palliative care, they were talking 
curative care. 

"I just burst into tears because there was the 
hope then that I'd get to see my unborn child, 
and Arty, grow up." 

During a 10-hour operation, surgeons 
removed a tumour from under Kevin's 
stomach, as well as parts of his pancreas, 
stomach and bowel. 

It was a success, but they told him he'd 
need six months of chemotherapy once he'd 
recovered from the surgery. 

The chemo regime began in September - 
but the couple were in for another shock that 
month when little Evie, who was due in mid- 


December, decided to make her appearance 
rather earlier. 

"England were playing in the Rugby World 
Cup, and we were on the sofa watching the 
National Anthem - and my waters broke," 
recalls Natalie. "I was only 28 weeks. I was 
just thinking 'Oh no, not yet! What else will go 
wrong?"' 

Baby Evie arrived five days later, weighing a 
tiny 2lb 7oz, "but she came out screaming her 
head off, so that was reassuring." 

She was whisked away and spent the next 
seven weeks on the neonatal ward at the Rosie, 
"and she did ever so well; she's got no on¬ 
going health problems. They don't really know 
why she came early, but they think it might 
have been to do with all the stress." 

Unfortunately, the stress isn't over yet. In a 
cruel twist of fate, Kevin has found out that 
the chemo that helped to cure his cancer has 
caused a rare allergic reaction - his heart has 
become enlarged and, working at just a third of 
its capacity, it's left him with breathing issues. 

He will now need medication to reduce the 
size of his heart, "and much further down the 
line he might need a heart transplant," says 
Natalie. 

"But it's not life-threatening in the way the 
cancer was. He's cancer-free, and we've got to 
be thankful for that." 

Does he feel unlucky? "At times," admits 
Kevin, "But then I've got these two," he says, 
drawing Arty in for a cuddle. 

"And Natalie's been through every step with 
me. I've got a really strong family around me. 

"So yes, I probably do get down in the 
dumps and feel a bit sorry for myself at times, 
but compared to where I was this time last 
year, I'm much healthier - and I have an 
addition to my family that it was possible I'd 
never have seen. 

"My family means everything to me," he 
concludes. "They're the reason I get up, and 
they're the reason I look forward rather than 
dwelling on the past."
